These prices are made on a strictly “CASH WITH ORDER” basis, regardless 
of the responsibility of the customer. We will however, allow 3% cash with order, 
2% 10 days—all bills due net 30 days. 

We wish it to be distinctly understood that while we take every precaution 
to have all plants and bulbs true to name, we give no wa'"ranty, express or implied, 
as to description, quality, productiveness, or any other matter, of any of the plants 
or bulbs we send out, and will not in any way be responsible for the crop. Every 
order we receive will be executed on these conditions only, and they must be ac¬ 
cepted by the customer when ordering. 


Please note that we make no charge for packing orders for more than $1.90. 
On orders for $1.00 or less, a packing charge of $0.25 is made. To the customer 
who comes after plants bringing his own trays, we will allow a liberal discount for 
packing charge. 

JAPANESE BEETLE QUARANTINE 

While we are in the Japanese Beetle Quarantine zone, it does not interfere 
with our shipping. Several intensive inspections have failed to discover any 
beetles within six miles of our place. All shipments are accompanied by a certificate.

We never had a finer stock or a better 
variegated strain.
